The 
Royal party proceeded to the encampment 
orthe Canadian team, under the command 
of Colonel Peters, and the Princess signed 
her name in the Mrst page of the visitors’ 
book. 
On Friday Sergeant Omand of the 18th 
Battalion, Hamilton, scored 25 ont of a 
possible 28 in the St. George's Challenge 
Vase, and won £0 153, Captain White of 
the 84th Battalion, Ontario, scored 66 out 
ofa possible 84 in the Prince of Wales’ 
prizes, and won £5, “ 
Qa Saturday the International Challenge 
Trophy was fired for, squads of 20 men 
each from England, Ireland and Scotland 
competing. At the conclusion of the match 
the English Squad was found to be: the 
victors, The score stood—England, 1,180 ; 
Scotland, 1,168; Ireland, 1,072. The 
highest possible score was 1,680. England 
won last year by 1,194, so that a falling off 
will ke observed this year. Eogland has 
now won in the contest seven times: Scot- 
land, three times, Ireland did not compete 
until 1866, A few words were said after 
the match by the captains of the three 
teams, and cheers for each were called for.

Taxation. 


Those who regard the preseat taxation 
of Canada per head as excessive, and there 
ares great many persons who do ao, wil! 
be pleased to read the following : 

“The taxation in the Dominion is $4.75 
per bead at the outside. In Great Britain 
and Ireland it is $19.12, or nearly two and 
a half times the amount of our proportion. 
In the United States it is $14.90, or moro 
than three times that of Canada. Butthe 
taxation of other British Colonies places 
Canada in a atill more favorable light. In 
New Zealand the taxation per head is 
$61.80; in South Australia, $31.00; in 
Queensland, $28.45; and in New South 
Wales, $26,80. Thus Canada is taxed only 
in the proportion, jn roynd figures, of one- 
thirteenth of New Zealand, less than oue- 
sixth of) South Australia, one-sixth of 
Queensland, something over one-fifth ot 
New South Wales, and leas than one-third 
of the United States. These are points 
that immigrants would do well to con~ 
sider,"

Notes by the Way. 


The party of four to which I alluded in 
my previous notes had some experiences of 
4 varied character down in Pennsylvania, , 
and incidents occurred which furnished 

considerable amusement to some, although " 
very annoying to others. I thiok I~ gave % 
4 description of the roads in the oil regions 
in the spring of the year, when the mud 
was two or three feet deep, and tho only 
method of travelling oyer the country was 
on horseback. “At this season of the year 
We very naturally expected to flad good 
roads for wheeling, and we were assured 
they were, by the gentleman who took us 
in charge at Parker's Landing, and drove 
us to Fairview, about ten miles distant. 
Tt had been raining very heavily for the 
two days previous, and all the little rivolets 
and creeks had become swollen into great 
streams, and cataracts of water came tumb. 
ling over the precipices and coursed their 
way down the mountains, formiog grea 
gullies in the sides, and emptying into the 
toad bed, As there were no ditches on 
the sides ofthe roads and no culverts, 
and as scarcely any attempt had ever 
been made to improve the roads, except to 
cut the trees down, leaving the stumps, and 
filling up holes with great boulders which 
were washed from the sides of the moun- 
tains,the condition of the roads may better 
be imagined than described. Eveninthe- 
incorporated City of Parker's ding, 
where some efforts had been “made to 

render the road passable, it ‘was in a 
Worse condition than we ever found any ~ 
portion of the Hastings Road, Considering

No Municipal Corporation shall be entitled

Notes by the Way. 

After halfan hour's rest at Fairview, 
our guide, desiring to show us some recent 
developments at the“front” ag it 1s termed 
here, although 1n reality going farther from 
the front, additional conveyances were ob- 
tained, and our party in two carriages start- 
ed for a four hours drive, If we had con- 
sulted our ease and comfort, we would 
have remained 9n the luxurious lounges in 
our friend's office, for we were all weary 
and tired, with hands blistered, backs 
aching, legs stiff and sore, and our poor 
bones apparently cracked in a dozen differ- 
ent places. There was no such good for- 
fader in store for us as ease at this stage of 
our journey, and although we were assured 
that the country through which we would 
pass was altogether different and had good 
roads, it was with reluctance we took our 
seats. We had not gone far before we were 
agreeably disappointed, Tho roads were 
smooth,the mountein air fresh and bracing, 
andthe scenery most magnificent, We 
passed through villages of fonr and five 
huodred inhabitants where a year ago,buta 
solitary farm house stood —passed hundreds 
of wells spouting with oil—past scores of 
derricks where boles were being drilled tothe 
depth ot fifteenhundred feet --through fores(s 
which had been cleared of underbrush, and 
presented a beautiful park-like appearance 
—down into the ravine and climbing up to 
the mountain top, where the eye could 
take in a stretch of ten or twenty miles, 
as delightfal a panoramic scene of hill and 
dale, of forest and meadow land, of golden 
grain and grain yet fresh and preen &» 
emerald, as we ever beheld. We soon 
came to what is called the ‘‘ front,” where 
three or four months ago, there had been 
no oil explorers, Our friend had managed 
to gobble up some three hundred acres of 
laud hereabouts, and, after outlining it ac- 
cording to his test theory, commenced 
drilling two or three wells. His theory 
proved correct here as it had done in the 
past, and he was rewarded by wells from 
one to three hundred barrels a day. He is 
now putting down ten wells on the same 
farm, and, 3 a natural consequence, & 
village is springing up, which is called 
after its owner, Angelica. Being weary and 
in want of some refreshment, our friend 
took us down to the old farm-house, where 
a flowing bowl of milk was in waiting, and 
the Governor of North Carolina haying sug- 
gested something to the Governor of South 
Carolina, the Treasurer and Commissary of 
the party displayed a commendablealacrity 
in producing from his treasures some cor 
dial with which to mix with the milk. 
Some fresh eggs were obtained, a little 
sugar, and then we all adjourned to the 
Spring-house, aromantic little spot at the 
foot of the hill, where we took seats on the 
grass and were served with cake and cordial 
by as pretty a country Inss as a bachelor’s 
eyes would like to look upon. Bat we 
were all married men, apd consequently 
there were no hearts to conquer. Not hay- 
ing had any refreshments during the day, 
the cordial was so extremoly appetizing that 
an inyitation from the pretty waiter afore 
mentioned to have another bowl of milk, 
and another fresh egg, and another spoon- 
fulof sugar, and another doughnut, was 
cordially accepted, and as ‘* Uncle David” 
said, thw only thing that was wanted to 


his barbecued chickens. How our mouths 
watered when the barbecued chickens were 
mentioned, and how the old time came 
o’er us,and how woe wished that the Dr. 
had been one of us. 


A drive of a few miles brought 
us again to Fairview, where we were to 
flud lodgement for the night. It was 6 
lodge from which some of us were summar- 
{ly dislodged before the groy of the morn= 
ing, tho occupants of our bedrooms being 
too many for sweet, unconscious sleep: 
But of this more anon,

Frederick Curtis, a youth of 15 or there- 
abouts, was charged with stealing tomatoes 
from the garden of W, H. Ponton.

A curious history, strange but true, of 
one whose name has been before the public 
in anything but an honorable light for some 
months, reaches us, Some years ago two 
merchants disappeared from Cincinnati, 
leaving liabilities to the amount of a quar 
ter of a million ot dollars, All efforts to 
trace them were in vain, and in time the 
pursuit was given up. About ‘the same 
time a Baptist preacher mado his Sppear- 
@nce in Michigan, of most powerfal elo. 
quence and wonderful gifts. Crowds flock« 
ed to hear him. After some time the 
Preacher, thinking it well, as the cant 
Phrase is, to make the best of both 
“worlds,” wont into business, and coms 
bined a sacred with a secular calling. One 
morning the little town in Michigan waken- 
ed upto hear that the preacher was miss~ 
ing, and much money likewise; but he had 
with worldly wisdom left no traces of his 
flight. Strangely enough, in the course of 
some years, the same phenomena occurred 
in Virginio, Massachussetts, and other 
States of the Union. The wonderful 
preacher, after drawing great crowds to his 
Preaching, drew also large suins: into his 
purse, and then vanished; but America is 
large, and a nine days wonder only spreads 
over a certain area, In course of time a 
town in Missouri,had likewise a wonderful 
preacher. Bat in an unlucky hour for the 
preacher, a merchant from Cincinnati, 
Sabbath-bound fu that town, made one 
morning one of the congregation, and in 
the man of spiritual gifts, the visitor re~ 
cognized the defaulting citizen from Oin- 
cinnati. The result was arrest, trial, ond a 
sentence to five years imprisonment, {no 
Prison, however, the genius of the preacher 
did not desert him. He was an exemplary 
prisoner, a model penitent, he confessed 
crimes, and bewailed the errors of his past 
life. He exhorted his tellow-prisoners to 
repentance, and was, in fact, such a whole 
army of chaplains in himsélf, that the jail 
officials, one and all, agreed that it was a 
crying sin to keep such a man in bonds, 
Society, far from benefitting from the in- 
carceration of such a criminal, was the loser, 
for the good that he conld, nay, must do, 
if at large, waa incalculable. A strong 
Tepresentation by all who had witnessed 
his exemplary prison life for twelve months 
Was made to head-quarters, and his sentence 
was remitted ; the five years were reduced

It is said by 
persons whom the whole horticultural com~ 
munity respect, that ‘' winter pruning 
strengthens the trees,” and if one ware) to 
deprivera tree of tho whole of its foliage, 
this probably would be true enough to 
work serious injary, Ie is on the principle 
on which noxious weeds are destroyed. 
Denutled of every leaf ad fast us one ap- 
pears, & plant is often killéd in one season. 
Bat may this not be different when only a 
few branches aro taken off ? The remaiv~ 
jog Jeavés and branches bave more food at 
their disposal; What was intended for a 
thousatid braoches ia now to be divided 
among ning hundred, But we are not dis- 
posed to enter into tliese rhinure points of 
physiological science, It is enough for 
practical men to koow that the cutting 
away Of a few brauches has never been 
koown to work any serious injury ; while 
the ease with which the wound heals over 
is in striking coatrast with the long ume 
which it takes a winter wound to get a 
new Coat of bark over it, We have seen in 
a Vigorous, healthy tree, a stout branch of 
two inches in diameter taken off, in which 
the new bark nearly covered the stump in 
two years, In winter the same spot would 
have been several years in closing over,and 
perhaps the part would decay first,and thus 
lay the foundation of future disease in the 
tree, So well is this known that in many 
placea where winter praning is practised 
to any great extent, it is not unusual to 
haye shellac; or some other composition 
ready to paint over the wounds to keep 
out the weather until it sball have olosed 
over by the new bark, 

Of course a heavy loss of foliage would 
be a serious loss to a tree ; but it is very 
rare that any tree has beea so much noglect~ 
ed a8 to need the half or even the fourth of 
its branches taken off in summer time. Bat 
there are in many cases branches here and 
there aloog the trunks of trecs which it. is 
an advantage to the tree to loose; and 
thioniog, which may be done in various 
ways to advantage, and in euch cases sum- 
mer pruning will tell « good tale. --Ger- 
mantown Telegraph.

LECTURE on CANADA AT Sxrrron, 


On the Tuesday following « lecture on 
“ Canada; past, present and fature,” by 
the Rey. H. F. Bland, chairman of the 
Belleville District, Canada, was given.

And if he 18 anxious 
to prove the charges—if he is desiroya to 
Cleanse the Augean atable, and to ‘f ever 
hereafter make corruption smpossible”— 
if he belieyes he can sustain those charges, 
and by sustaining those charges ignomini- 
ously drive the present Goyernment from 
power,and place his friends on the Treagury 
Benches, does any One believe he will miss 
the golden opportunity? We do not bo« 
lieve he will be 80 foolish—we do not 
thiok he will commit such a grave politioal 
error, 

Bat if Mr, Huntington should shirk the 
responsibility he has assumed—if he should 
refuse to prosecute the charges ho bas 
made before the Court, fortunately, the 
enquiry docs not necessarily cease, The 
Court ilsel!, under the Act by which itis 
constituted, can compel Mr, Huntington to 
come heforé them aud produce bis evidence, 
snd he cannot escapo from that responal- 
bility. There need be no prosecutor, 
further than the Act itself, which directs 
that the enquiry bo made, and which gives 
the Court power to summon before them 
“aby porty or witnesses, and of requiring 
‘them togive evidence on oath, orally or 
‘in writing, and to produce such docu- 
** ments and things as sdch Commissioners 
«deem requisite to the full investigation of 
‘the matters into which they are appoint. 
“‘ed to examine.” So that there ie no 
chance .of Mry Huntington olading the 
responsibility, even if ho were disposed to, 
Tho Court hasthe chargos before it—it has 
been constituted to make an investigation 
into these charges, and wo have no reason 
to doubs but that such enquiry will be com- 
plete and thorough,even though Mr. Hunt 
ington should accept the advice of some ot 
his friends and retuse to appear before the 
Commission,

‘THe AcciwENT AT THE WELLAND CANAL. 
—The following particulars of the accident 
at the Welland Canal, shows it to have 
been a more serious affair than at first 
reported, though fortunately no lives were 
lost, *‘* No. 10 Express train on the Great 
Western Railway, met with a serious diss 
aster at Merriton early this moraing, the 
20th inst,, by mistaking the lights on the 
canal bridge, which wos open to admit a 
passing veesel. Tue engine, tender avd 
baggage cars went into the canal with a 
terrible crash. Providentially the baggage 
car fell longitudinally into the chasm, and 
slipped the rest of the train, which con- 
tained about two hundred passengers. 
Otherwise the loss of life would bave beea 
frightfal. It was found that though a very 
serious affair had occurred no lives were 
lost, a8 the engineer eacaped by jumping 
into the canal, and the Sreman, although 
he sank with the engine intwelve fect of 
water, escaped all eafe, The loss in bag.
